In an effort to keep pace w 


ith the growth of Georgia, the 


Atlanta Gas Light Company yesterday announced a three- 
year $6,000,000 expansion program. 

Rock.G. Taber, President, who made the announcement, 
said that the plans of the Company contemplate both an 


enlargement of its gas main 
mains into areas not previously 
served with gas. 

At present, the Atlanta Gas) 
Light Company serves the Atlan- 
ta area and 30 other Georgia com- 
munities. It is now preparing to 
extend the service into four other 
cities which have granted fran- 
chises, 

“We have planned this program 
of expansion to meet very definite 
evidences of growth in our terri- 
tory, growth both in population 
and in economic development. We 
try to make our plans five years 
ahead, but we are announcing the 
plans only for the next three years. | 
MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS 

“As indicated, we expect to 
spend a minimum of $2,000,000 a 
year during that three-year period. 
That makes $6,000,000 in all, but 
my guess is that it may be more, 
perhaps much more. In other 
words, these are our minimum re- 
quirements, but, if necessary, we 
are prepared to make plans to 
meet whatever maximum require- 
ments may develop for us.” 

During the prewar period, Taber | 
said, the largest expansion cost | 
about $700,000 a year. To meet 
postwar needs, the Company now 
plans to spend nearly three times 
as much. . 

“In our planning, we closely 
follow the population charts of the 
Telephone Company,” Taber com- 
mented. “Now, these charts, as) 
The Constitution recently indicat-| 
ed, forecast a 1956 population of 
900,000 for the Atlanta Metropol- 
itan area alone. Hence we are 
making our plans to meet that sort. 
of growth.” 

GAS METER NEEDS 

By 1956, Taber ,continued, the

gas meters in oveypation’*n its ter- 
ritory, about 75 per ceni of them 
in Atlanta. At present it operates 
124,000 meters with the same per- 
centage for Atlanta. 

Taber said that the Company’s' 
minimum requirements. for the| 
next tree years would'demand the | 
laying of 70 miles of new gas 
mains a year.

Relations between India and 
Great Britain, he said, will depend 
“on how Indians and Englishmen 
behave.” He repeated his conten- 
tion that British troops must be 
withdrawn from India, but felt 
that the Indian government could 
succeed “in spite” of British bay- 
onets. 

Gandhi believed that Moslems 
and Hindus could live together 
peacefully, but said their conflict- 
ing principles must be left to the 
judgment of the world. Leaders 
of each group, he said, were sin- 
cere. 

Gandhi, showing amazing vital- 
ity for a man of his age, main- 
tained his fast gait throughout the 
interview, exclaiming “I am born 
every day.” 

He rises at 3 a. m. adily, takes 
a long walk at 6 a. m., and closes 
his busy day conducting prayers 
at 6 p. m. 

I sat on the dais with Gandhi

They could and did go by him 
as he stood on his last day at his 
roundhouse and they told him 
they were sorry he was leaving 
and to be sure to come back and 
visit. 

But visiting is not the same and 
Lem Stanley stood by and watched 
the men as they herded the ailing 
locomotives in and out of his 
roundhouse. He yearned to take 
off his coat and dismantle and re- 
build them. 

He thought of the days on the 
road half a century ago when a 
had drifted, always answering the 
call of the singing rails. These 
were the days before the mighty 
unions and men came and went. 

He thought of how he had come 
back to Atlanta with his wife and 
settled again at the place of his 
birth. He thought of how he had 
come to the roundhouse and they 
had given him the roundhouse and 
told him it was his. 

YEARS MAKE THEIR MARK 

For 29 years it was his. 

Then they told him he was get- 
ting old and the work was too de- 
manding and he should take time 
off and catch up with his fishing. 

And so Friday he had his final 
day. 

He watched his son work at the 
same place he had worked for 29 
years.

He wandered through the round- 
house and watched the men at 
work, stopping here and there to 
give a word of advice to the new- 
comers. 

Then with faltering step he went 
to all his men and shook their 
hands, gathered up his radio, his 
wallet and his $125 for the fishing 
tackle, turned and left railroading 
forever.

tions should prevent immediate 
settlement of the strike.” 

The Commission ordered put

“Stop quibbling and go to 
work,” it said. 

Its order applied only to vessels 
operated for the Maritime Com- 
mission, representing about 950 
percent of the ships on the Pacific

roll of Georgia now is about $350,- 
000,000, or about twice the pre 
war industrial pay ,roll of the 
State. This angle doeg not include 
non-industrial phases of Georgia 
enterprise. 

In explaining a break-down of 
the Company’s survey, Collier 
said: 

“From Jan, 1, 1946, to Aug. 1, 
1946, we entered into contracts to 
supply electric power to 13 major 
industries locating in Georgia. 
These already have made a capi- 
tal investment in plant and equip- 
ment aggregating $22,500,000. 
These industries will employ 8,125 
people at an annual pay roll of 
around $14,550,000. These indus- 
tries will use 32,000 horsepower in 
their operations. 

“In addition, during the same 
seven months, 32 other major in- 
dustries have indicated they plan 
to locate in Georgia. These indus- 
tries have purchased sites and 
have started to build their plants, 
or else are preparing to start. 

“Nine of these 32 industries will 
invest in plant equipment about 
$24,600,000 in capital funds. They 
will employ 3,200 people and the 
annual pay roll will be about $4,- 
360,000. 

“Twenty-three of these 32 indus- 
tries have bought their sites. They 
estimate that they will employ in 
all, about 3,025 persons. Every 
part of the State, incidentally, is 
getting a share of these big indus- 
tries. 

“And now for the small busi- 
nesses. I consider these more im- 
portant to the State than the big 
businesses, for these small indus- 
tries are home-owned and home 
operated, and usually process the 
materials of home communities. 

“From Aug. 15, 1944 and July 
1, 1946, 991 of these industries 
originated in Georgia and con- 
nected their businesses with the 
lines of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany 

They are industries which use 
100 horsepower, or less. 

“Also, in the same period, 739 


small business enterprises in ex- 
istence found it necessary to ex- 
pand and make additions to their 
plants. 


“All of these small businesses 
use 36,500 horse power. And this, 
of course, excludes new businesses 
which have no need for water 
power, such as restaurants. 

“These small industries are 
scattered over 230 communities in 
Georgia. At a minimum, they 
employ 12,000 persons and they 


have an estimated pay roll of $15,- 


000,000 a year. 

“Adding

figuring each job at $150 a month, 
that makes a $47,000,000 pay roll, 
in new money for the State.

» Jane Anderson, once a pretty, 
giggling little girl who played 
along Atlanta’s streets, is wanted 
far treason.

Haw Haw” of World War Il . 
the woman behind a “honeychile” 
voice telling Americans via the 
Berlin radio that theirs was a fu- 
tile cause. 

“Lady Haw Haw” is probably 
the native daughter Atlanta would 
most like to disclaim, were it pos- 
sible, for she has been indicted 
by the United States Justice De- 
partment. And now, the head- 
this feminine 
Benedict Arnold is the target of 
an extensive search. 


Whereabouts of the Atlanta- 
born propagandist have been 
veiled in mystery since VE Day. 

It would be interesting to know 
how “Lady Haw Haw” (who is no 
relation to her male counterpart), 
is bearing up under the defeat of 
what she had termed the “invin- 
cible” Reich. 

It would be interesting to wit- 
ness her reaction if some of her 
own statements were read back 
to her now... if she were re 
minded of her own words: 

“Hitler is an immortal crusad- 
er, a great lover of God, who has 
struck back against the universal 
enemies of mankind.” 

“The Nazi Party is fighting to 
preserve Christianity for the con- 
secration and the renaissance of a 
new world.” 

But nothing is known of the 
Jane Anderson of today.

After her di- 
vorce in 1918, she went to Eng- 
land and worked as a reporter on 
the London Daily Mail and Ex- 
press. During World War I she 
served as a war correspondent in 
Europe. Jane’s literary efforts 
brought her into the company of 
other writers and she became an 
intimate of H. G, Wells and Re- 
becca West, the novelist.

As of that date Jane went 
off the air, and each night the 
announcer regretted that “Miss 
Anderson will not be able to 
speak.” 

And so that was the last the 
world heard of Atlanta-born Jane 
Anderson—until she was indicted 
by the U. S. Justice Department.

One hundred and seventeen tele- 
phone companies doing business in 
Georgia have been ordered to 
show cause to the Public Service 
Commission why they should not 
improve their service. 


The Commission issued the or- 


der yesterday and set a hearing 
at the State Capitol for Oct. 23. 

“There has been little, if any, 
improvement in telephone service 
since the termination of the war,” 
Chairman Walter McDonald said 
in the “show cause” order. “The 


companies will be required to ex-, 


plain why the handling of told calls 
should not be accelerated, and 
why necessary rehabilitation and 


enlargement of facilities should 


not be expedited.” 


McDonald said the Commission 
had received numerous complaints 
from subscribers to local services 
and users of toll lines. 


The Commission invited repre 
sentatives of telephone equipment 
manufacturers to be present so the 
Commission may determine pro- 
duction schedules and ascertain 


when the telephone companies * 


may expect to have pending or- 
ders filled. 

Telephone companies will be re- 
quired to give a statement of all 
materials they have on order, 
showing date of orders and unde- 
livered items, McDonald said. They 
also will have to show construc- 
tion schedules and traffic surveys 
indicating the degree of loading 
on all major toll routes and the 
number and extent of delays post- 
ed on such routes.

In some instances, the report re- 
vealed, agents removed markings 
which would identify tools as gov- 
ernment surplus and then charged 
the government for the cost of re- 
moving them. 

One out of every four agents | 
selling electronics equipment in- 
curred field expenses totaling | 
more than their sales receipts, it |

O'Mahoney said the terms of 
some agency agreements for sales | 
of electronics and radio communi- 
cations equipment “coupled with 
incompetent, lax, and, as contend- 
ed, dishonest supervision, have 
‘produced extremely. undesirable 
results in the disp@sal of elec- 
tronics.”

Former Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill also is ailing. Dip- 
lomatic dispatches say thd® his 
increasing deafness may cause 
him to quét as leader of Britain’s 
Conservative party by the end of 
the year. If he quits, Anthony 
Eden is expected to take over. 


Britain is so worried about a 
possible United States depression 
that she is sending over her top 
financial expert, Hugh Dalton, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. He 
will arrive late this month to con- 
fer with United States Treasury 
officials “and sound out financial 
leaders generally on America’s 
economic outlook. Some officials 
expect a bid to join an Anglo- 
American economic front. 


Look for Lt. Gen. George Ken- 
ney, currently a military delegate 
to the United Nations, to take over 
as commander of the Army Air 
Forces if Gen. Carl Spaatz retires. 
Spaatz tells aides he’s looking for- 
ward to retirement.

New BritishConsul's Wite 
Chats of Lite in Arabia 


Even though she lived on the sixth floor of a walk-up apart- 
ment and the temperature often played around 120 degrees, Mrs. 
Morgan C. G. Man, the pretty, dark-eyed, dark-haired wife of the 
new British Consul, will miss her life in Jedda on the Red Sea, 
for she found the Arabians hospitable, friendly and likable. She 
and Mr. Man arrived in Atlanta 10 days ago, and they are already 
settled in the former home of their predecessors, the Richard Whit- 
tingtons, at 600 Peachtree Battle Ave. They made the three-day 
trip from Saudi-Arabia by plane, stopping in Greece, Switzerland, 
France, Iceland and Newfoundland en route. 

In Jedda, Mrs. Man kept house in an apartment building of 
white coral, which boasted of hand-carved doors and windows. As 
there were no elevators, she had to climb 99 steps before reach- 
ing her apartment on the top floor, which had the advantage of 
being the coolest one in the building. Wooden shutters kept out 
the intense heat, the dust storms, and the mosquitoes. Summer lasted 
10 months of thé year and she wore Summer clothes the year round, 
though she donned woolen coats during January and February. 
Going about in the daytime was unthought of in Jedda because of 
the heat, but when evening fell, the Mans joined the members of 
the British, Dutch, American and White Russian colony, who num- 
bered about 60, for moonlight sailing and fishing parties on the 
Red Sea. They also enjoyed tennis, golf and picnics in the 
desert, and an occasional movie at a small cinema house. There 
are no churches for Christians to attend in Jedda, but private 
services are held at the Embassy. 


Mrs. Man learned enough Arabic to order her groceries and 
handle her servants, who included a cook, butler, butler’s boy, a 
warsherman who washed her husband’s clothes, and a washer- 
woman who washed her own clothes. Rent and important business 
transactions were paid in gold money, but clothes and groceries were 
bought with silver. Once a year she flew to Alexandria or Cairo,

The piece de resistance in the culinary line in Jedda was the 
cooking of a whole sheep which was stuffed with rice, hard-boiled 
eggs, and chicken. Another great delicacy was skish kebab, which 
consisted of a piece of meat, a piece of kidney, a slice of onion and 
a slice of tomato, which were placed on a skewer and grilled over 
charcoal. Rich oil and spicy dressings add flavor to the Arabian 
housewife’s salads, and when she prepares a sweet dish she in- 
variably makes it of sugar, cream cheese and raisins. She cooks 
her meals on kerosene or charcoal stoves. Gardens cannot be culti- 
vated in Jedda because of the barren land, but delicious tropical 
fruits are raised in the fertile valleys and brought to market. 

Mrs. Man served gallons of tea to the Arabic women who came 
to call on her. They were not allowed to mingle with the mascu- 
line element, so British and American husbands vanished from the 
scene on these occasions. Friday is observed as a holiday both by 
natives and foreigners in Jedda. The Arabs pray on that day, and 
no business is ever transacted. 

The gorgeous purple silk robe, which Mrs, Man displays in the 
accompanying picture, is heavily embroidered in pure gold threads 
and was a gift sent her by King Ibn Saud, the very same royal 
gentleman who called on President Roosevelt at Alexandria follow- 
ing the historic Black Sea conference. The King’s favorite wife of

HOTEL BEMELMANS, By Lud-

Ludwig Bemelmans’ prose is 
definitely vintage wine. It is a 
good golden sherry with your clear 
soup. It is champagne (Irroy 1893) 
with your fowl. And it is port 
(1872) with your ice. 

But just. as you are enjoying 
the transcendental qualities of the 
Bemelmans’ vintage, he is likely 
to slip you a shot of bathtub gin 
(1929) just to remind you how 
completely vulgar even the Hotel 
Splendide can be. 

Bemelmans is artist, prose stylist 
and gourmet. He is also long-suf- 
fering comis, waiter and chef de 
rang; sardonic banquet manager 
and critic of German and Ameri- 
can reaction. 

No living writer has captured 
so perfectly the snobbery and ve- 
nality of a headwaiter like Victor, 
the tyranny of such customers as 
the late Frank Munsey or the ach- 
ing feet and bitter heart of some 
superannuated menial subject to 


from a prominent patron. 

There is wicked playfulness, 
joyous curiosity, pity, irony, fan- 
tasy, love and fierce hatred in 
every story Bemelmans has ever 
written. He brings the best of 
Bavarian culture to the American 
scene; accepts wine, women and 
song as natural and charming 
grace notes in the orchestration of 
the good life; but mercilessly re- 
veals the Prussian in any petty 
dictator. 

Of the 36 stories in this book, 
I have spotted 33 which are in 
previous Bemelmans collections. 
Three are new—and all three are 
good—particularly “‘The Splendide 
Animals” with its harrowing ca- 
nine love affair in the wine cellar. 
Taken as a whole the collection is 
a virtual autobiography of the 
waiter-wit, to whom few custom- 
ers are heroes. —S, N,

Henry Toombs 
Pinch Hits Today 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is on vacation, 

His column today was written by Henry Toombs, 

distinguished Atlanta architect who designed the 

serene and spacious Warm Springs Foundation, as well as some of 
Atlanta’s most notable homes and business institutions.) 


Atlanta is an ugly city. 

It has redeeming features. It has some of the loveliest residential 
sections of any city in the country. There are many homes of 
great beauty. It is built on varying, beautifully wooded terrain. 
Its dogwood is a joy. We have some nice parks which would be 
nicer if cared for and kept tidy.: 

Does Atlanta deserve to be branded ‘ugly’’? 

In many respects, yes! 

The approaches to Atlanta are miserable. Except the highway 
from Marietta, too recently built to be spoiled (give us time—the 
spoilation is under way), box the compass from the north, where 
one enters through the degradation of Peachtree, around the circle 
and try to get into this city pleasantly. It can’t be done. Honky- 
tonk¥, billboardy, tortuous, sooty and dirty, the route the visitor 
travels is offensive at every hand. 


Dallas Dallas, Texas, which does not have the advantage of being 

an older civilization, 1s entered from the north by a mag- 
nificent 30-foot-wide, landscaped highway direct to the very center 
of the city. It is handsome. It is a pleasure. Not a single Texicola 
sign. One is grateful. Such modesty from the heart of Texas! Do 
you suppose they consider that good business? They should. It IS 
good business, 

We probably had a suitable Terminal Station 
Arriving there is a miserable experience for a visitor today. 
one. Exhibit the visitor who ever 
could help it. 

Our streets are too narrow. No city can have dignity without 
its streets having width. Some day we will widen some of them 
at very great cost. If the Lochner system of thoroughways, or 
some equally bold solution is not started toward accomplishment, 
we will strangle. 

No man walks or rides past such a pleasant open space as the 
handsome park in front of the Auditorium without breathing a 
little easier, experiencing a little less tension, enjoying without real 
izing its contrasts of green or shadow or color. I don’t speak of 
beauty. I'm talking of the fact that no human being exists whose 
life or day or hour is not made sweeter, whose reaction to his fel- 
low man is not made kinder, whose vileness is not made less vile by 
the sight of nature.

Atlanta, in its business section, desperately needs 
green relief from its monotony of pavement and 
buildings. Even if they be small, it meeds well-kept, green, open 
places, breathing places with benches and fountains. Our hospi- 
tality is vaunted, but it does not extend to making our city agree- 
able to visitors. Many of us go home to the cool, green outskirts 
and leave to the unfortunate and the visitors a gray jungle of brick 
and stone, ill-kept parking lots and many a sorry prospect. 
There is a skillfully designed figure of Samuel Spencer in the 
Terminal Plaza. It was originally set off by an attractive land- 
scaped area. Many a visitor walked over to that bit of green 
with interest and pleasure. The figure is there, but the green is 
nearly gone. Even though the Southern Railroad is.no longer inter- 
ested in its first President, couldn’t it pause from enticing the unwary 
to the romantic South long enough to buy just a little manure 


before it is too late? 

: Why should we tolerate uncontrolled billboards? 
Billboards Many States and communities are controlling them. 
Inevitably we will. Why wait? Either control: them or turn the 
country over to them and let’s go somewhere else. Uncle Sam could 
turn the national parks over to them—a big unexploited field. The 
Washington Monument is 55 feet square at the base and 558 feet 
You could get on each side 50 conspicuous displays. They 
would bring in a lot of money. And there could be neon lights of 
Booler-Doolers chasing Tootsie-Wootsies up and down the corners, 

Atlanta suffers from disorderly growth and too little planning. 

If a great many people are going to live together in any decency 

they have got to get together and make thoughtful plans for the 

common good. (How many times has that been said?) The com- 

plexity of needs, of interests, of traffic, of transportation, of utili- 
ties, make planning obligatory or muddling inevitable.

Businesses are spending money to create inviting backgrounds for 
their merchandise. Can we see the potency of fashioning our city, 
the background of our lives and works, into a habitation notably 
more inviting, more hospitable, more decent? It takes the will. 
There’ s alw ays a long, tough way.

We Must Channel 
Nationalism Anew 


In the early days of mankind, when the first 
tribes were forming, it was automatic that the 
strongest held the best hunting grounds, pos- 

sessed the finest herds and captured the most desirable women. 
They gained these advantages because of fighting ability which 
enabled them to destroy, or render helpless, all others who would 
oppose them. 

War was then a normal, 


necessary part of man’s activity. 

Slowly, through the centuries, man has advanced as a logical, 
thinking being, until today we are proud to call our period in 
history as part of the Age of Reason. 

Yet, proud as we are of our reasoning ability, mankind seems 
unable to abandon the law of the jungle, the law of the savage, 
whichis war, when differences arise between those arbitrary, geo- 
graphic groups which we call nations. 

Unfortunately pride of nation, which we call nationalism, 
finds its most dramatic expression in what we misname the “glory 
of war.” We still respond, just as did our savage forbears, more 
enthusiastically to a victory in war than we do to any of the greater 
victories which can be achieved in peace. 

Nationalism, when it is in the form of fighting pride, can be 
a handicap, a shame and a tragedy. Nationalism, diverted into other 
and finer channels of human achievement, can be one of the most 
effective forces in man’s slow climb to world brotherhood and all 


the blessings it can bring. 

: The story of Germany, over the past half 
Tragic Example century, provides the most tragic example 
of nationalism misdirected and prostituted the world has ever known. 

Before 1914, when Prussian militarism, with the German army as 
its plaything, thrust the world into World War I, Germany was fast 
climbing toward top place among the nations of the world, in the 
glories and achievements of peace. 

Her scientists were recognized as leaders in bold research and in 
vital discovery. Students from all the world were flocking to her 
universities and, together with Vienna, Austria’s then lovely capital, 
her name was honored among all men for the tremendous contri- 
butions she has made to médicine,-psychiatry, literature and the arts. 

In the field of commerce, German Businessmen were fast con- 
quering the world. German-made goods were sold wherever traders 
went and German shipping was threatening the supremacy of the 
British, both in cargo and passenger service, on the oceans of the 
world. 

Germany, in short, was fast becoming the dominant world power, 
with the possible exception of the United States, through the achieve- 
ments-of her men of peace. 

But there was the Prussian military hierarchy and the worship, 
instilled into German spirit by that caste, of military might. Under 
Prussian leadership Germany had created the finest army the world, 
to then, had known and they were ambitious and eager to use that 
army in ruthless war. 

So began World War I, ending with the defeat of Germany, the 
aggressor, and the reversal, along with her arms, of all her great 
achievements in the competitions of peace. 


Another Chance Germany, after World War I, was granted 


another chance to enter the family of friend- 
ly nations and to devote herself to the proper channels of peace- 
time endeavor. Had the German people possessed half the courag 
the stamina of the people of these Confederate States showed after 
1865, Germany would today have recovered most, if not all, of the 
ground she lost by resorting to the outworn savagery of war in 
1914. But she did not have that staminag Instead of working, she 
devoted her energy to domestic turmoil, to recriminations against 
the world. And she schemed and spent her strength again on arms 
and brought about World War II. Again defeated, Germany this 
time is truly prostrate, a nation reduced to the gutter dregs. 

Thes Germans had pride of nation, but it was a pride mis- 
directed so viciously it became the instrument of their doom. 

Let us, and all other nations, learn the lesson there to be seen. 
Let us not put our faith, our national pride, in the strength of 
armies. 

Rather, let us turn our nationalism into achievements for the 
benefit of all mankind. Thus, through international co-operation and 
friendliness, we shall most truly demonstrate that the national pride 
we boast is an emotion worthy of intelligent men in the Age of 
Reason. 

Intelligent men who have left the barbarities of primitive brutes 
far behind us, abandoned and forgotten forever. 
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Outdistanced?

A government which is 
to be “of the people, for the peo- 
ple, and by the people” must be 
one which registers the intelligent 
will of the people. The success of 
such a government will depend ul. | 
timately upon the intelligence and | 
character of the people. | 


DEMOCRACY RESTS upon the. 
belief that a man is so constituted 
that there may be developed with- 
in him the capacity for self-gov- 
ernment—freedom of choice. Self- 
government, however, is more 
than a privilege. It is an educa: 
tional process. There can be no} 
real freedom until there is self-| 
government, but :t is developed by | 
the responsibilities and disciplines | 
of governing ourselves. That a 


few people can always be found | 


capable of thinking and choosing | 
better for the multitude, than it} 
can for itself, is true. But a man 
cannot grow and develop without 
the experience of thinking and 
choosing for himself. Democracy 
cannot be identified with any one 
form of government, but whatever 
the form, it must be a process of 
social and political education—a 
development of the capacity for 
freedom of choice. 

In the fulfillment of this pur- 
pose, all the channels of informa- 
tion necessary for intelligent de- 
cisions must be kept free. Here 
is the necessity for a free press. 
That there must be a free school 
to prepare the future citizen to be 
able to make intelligent decisions 
is here presumed. But even a 
trained mind must have the full. 
est information possible upon any 
question, in ord@r to give an in- 
telligent answer. 


WHEN WE FACE the truth that

Aside from the 
Chairman, M, E. Thompson, present Revenue Commissioner and 
future Lieutenant Governor, the Committee was composed of Glynn 
countians who said that Jekyll is the ideal spot for a beach park, 
We do not live on the beach and were not a member of the Gov- 
ernor’s committee, but we do belong to that group of Georgians who 
will be most affected by the establishment of a beach park—the 
inland Georgians who have no private homes on the beach and no 
assurance that we can get hotel reservations in the few beach sites. 
And we were fortunate enough to be one of the few ordinary citi- 
zens privileged to view this secluded island of the wealthy.

SPASIA was the most brilliant 

A hetaera of ancient Greece, as 
Phryne was the best looking. 

Aspasia was beautiful, too, but she is 
immortal for her remarkable mind 
and her noble character. She was the 
companion of Pericles, 
greatest of Athenian 
statesmen, his soulmate 
and his inspiration at one 
of the climaxes of history. 
The Periclean Age would 
have been less colorful 
without her. 

She was born in the 
Ionian city of Miletus, at 
some date between 475 
and 465 B. C. At least we 
know that Pericles di- 
vorced his wife in 445, 
when he was 34. He had 
met Aspasia perhaps two ! 
years earlier, when she -. 
may have been 18 or 28. © 
Pericles lived to be 70. © 
Two sons of his died be- © 
fore him. A son by As- 4 
pasia became his heir. 

Our knowledge of As- 
pasia’s childhood 
and upbringing we 
deduce from the 
fact that she was 
Ionian, a native of 
Miletus. The ex- 
posed position of 
Ionia on the east- 
ern shore of. the 
Aegean, right in the 
path of any Per- 
sian invaS8ion, de- 
veloped in lonians 
the habit of cour- 
ageous and quick 
decision, and other qualities 
admired -in pioneers or fron- 
tiersmen. The city of Miletus 
was celebrated as the birth- 
place of philosophers and his- 
torians, and for the lively in- 
terest taken by its citizens in 
political science. 

It was also*known to Athe- 
nians unfavorably for the excellent 
education it gave its womenfolk. In 
Homeric times the position of woman 
was what we should call modern, or 
essentially so, but in the age of 
Pericles an’ Athenian wife was sup- 
posed to know just enough to care 
for the children and to keep house. 
In lonia, by way of dangerous con- 
trast, a daughter had the same intel- 
lectual opportunities as a son. 
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Aspasta’s father, Axiochus, 
gave her the education she 
deserved, and at the end of 
high school and college, so to 
speak, he let her go to 
Athens for graduate work. 
Observing how ill equipped 
were the Athenian girls, she 
opened a private school for 
their benefit. Her, good inten- 
tions were misunderstood. Re 
spectable wives were afraid 
their husbands might meet 
her, and comfortable hus- 
bands feared she might teach 
their wives. to think. Her 
school had few pupils. 

As soon as Pericles met 
her, no one was surprised 
that his wife took the chil- 
dren and moved out, and 
Aspasia moved in. 

The best friends of Pericles 
were remarkable men, the 

venerable Soph- 
ocles, for ‘ex- 
ample, and Hero- 
dotus, and the 
younger histor- 
ian ‘Thucydides, 
approximately of 
Aspasia’s age. 
She probably met 
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Contemporaries 
Believed She . 
Taught Socrates 

Oratory. 
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Socrates, whose wife Xantippe might 
have been improved somewhat by 
a little discipline. 

We like to think Aspasia also 
knew Phidias, who was the sculptor 
of the Parthenon. 

Her contemporaries believed that 
she taught Socrates the art of 
oratory, and the great speeches of 
Pericles were said to have gained 
much from her advice. 

Aspasia preached the equality of 
the sexes, and, like Socrates, she con- 
tinually ridiculed all.expressions of 
religious narrowness. 

She was therefore charged with 
impiety and with misleading Athenian 
youth. 

The fate which later befell Socra- 
tes would have overtaken Aspasia, 
had not Pericles in person defended 
her, using every resource of eloquence 
and political power. She was acquitted, 

Some words of hers are reported 
in the Platonic dialogue, “Menex- 
enus,” in which Socrates gives the 
substance of a funeral oration which 
she composed for soldiers fallen in 
the Peloponnesian War. 

The speech may not have been 
the work of Aspasia, nor the dia- 
logue Plato’s, but the ideas have a 
bold originality which suggests the 
best things in the funeral oration of 
Pericles. 

Tradition says the noble tone in both 
compositions comes from Aspasia. 
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Aspasia Preached Equality of 
the Sexes and Ridiculed Bigotry. 
She Was Therefore Charged With impiety and With 
Misleading Athenian Youth, and Things Would Have 

Gone Hard With Her Had Not Pericles in Person 
Defended Her. 


Perhaps we recognize her in sen- 
tences like these: “To a man with 
self-respect, nothing is more dishon 
orable than to be honored, not for his 
own sake, but on account of the repu- 
tation of his ancestry. 

“He whose 
himself, if possible 
not, as far as is 
not dependent = on 
changing with the 
their fortunes—-has 
for the best . 

“We ought also to remember those 
who fell in this war on both sides, 
and on such: occasions as these to 
reconcile them with sacrifices and 
prayers, praying to those who have 
power over them that they may be 
reconciled even as we are reconciled, 
for they did not assail one another 
out of malice or enmity, but they 
were unfortunate.” 


When Pericles died in 429 B. C., 
Aspasia, according to a _ persistent 
legend, married Lysicles, a_ well- 
known cattle dealer, and taught him 
to be a fine orator and a successful 
politician. 

Aspasia doubtless was a good in- 
structor, but praise is here overdone. 

Lysicles died in 428, one year 
after Pericles. 

Even though Aspasia remarried in 
haste, we can't squeeze into the re- 
maining months the oratorical train- 
ing and the political career. Enough 
for any woman to have _ inspired 
Pericles and Socrates. 
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Medical Science Has Developed a 
Preparation That Stops Even the 
Most Violent Attack and Which 


May, They Hope, Lead 
Them Eventually to a 
Permanent Cure. 
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science now has a 
Simple, quick technique for 
relieving migraine ‘“cephalal- 

gia”—or recurring headache. ' 

The new treatment is an intrave- 
nous injection of a solution of sodium 
nicotinate, a salty preparation of the 
well known B-type vitamin niacin or 
nicotinic acid, the deficiency of which 
in diet causes the disease called pel- 
lagra. 

A few minutes after the injection 
the excruciating pain vanishes. The 
treatment is also used for other types 
of headache and is effective in most 
cases, no matter what the cause of 
the attack. 

The sodium nicotinate injection 
therapy was déveloped by Dr. Joseph 
W. Goldzieher, now at Duke Univer- 
sity, and-Dr. George L. Popkin at the 
New York City Hospital’s Welfare 
Island division. ‘These physicians 
have reported in a recent issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation how well their treatment 
worked with 100 patients suffering 
from various forms of severe head- 
aches. 

Of the 100 treated, “75 were com- 
pletely relieved,” say these doctors. 
The treatment was most effective in 
those who flushed all over the body. 
‘The large amount of niacin used for 
this treatment dilates the capillaries, 
the tiny blood vessels in the head and 
other regions of the body. This re- 
sults in blood being drawn away from 
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the circulatory system inside the ach- 
ing head, thus relieving the pain and 
at the same time bringing a hot flush 
to the body’s surface. 

The beneficial effect of the drug 
in causing the disappearance of head- 
ache is quite different from its vita- 
min properties. 

One woman  patient—attractive 
and intelligent—had suffered from 
periodic attacks of migraine for 
years. Each attack was preceded by 
typical symptoms—the “aura” of 
black and bright spots before the 
eyes, the feeling of fluctuating dizzi- 
ness, the. peculiarly distressing sen- 
sations of nausea. The new treat- 
ment cleared up the headache and all 
accompanying symptoms in less than 
an hour. 

While women are the greater suf- 
ferers from migraine, this painful 
malady afflicts men too. One male 
patient -who suffered frequent mi- 
graine attacks reported that other 
members of his family had also been 
prone to the disease, Four consecu- 
tive times the New York physicians 
injected into his veins a solution of 
sodium nicotinate right after the 
start of a migraine attack. Always 
there was a prompt flush and warmth 
over the body—throbbing of the head 
and neck with a surge of heat—fol- 
lowed in some fifteen minutes by 
complete disappearance of the pain in

the head. 

The same patient came for treat- 
ment the fifth time, but on that occa- 
sion his headache was of a different 
kind—brought on by “overwork and 
weariness.” The treatment relieved 
that, too. 

He was given further injections 
for the control of migraine, “with ex- 
cellent results.” _ As a rule, however, 
migraine has to be relieved after each 
attack. The nicotinic acid treatment 
has not been designed to “cure” this 
disease permanently. Whether the 
recurrence of this type of headache 
can be prevented by repeated relief 
treatments remains to be seen.

inside the skull. For days after 
the patient suffers from almost in- 
tolerable pain in the head. - One pa- 
tient developed a severe pain while 
he was still on the table. 

He was a husky man and jumped 
off the table and threatened to fight 
if more air was injected into his 
skull. Drs, Goldzieher and George L. 
Popkin injected into his veins the 
usual solution of 100 milligrams of 
nicotinic acid. So swift was the 
effect that the headache disappeared 
while the needle was still in the vein. 

One man had violent pain in the 
head because of a “hangover’’——he 
was relieved, but only slightly, by the 
nicotinic acid therapy. But the ma- 
jority of the sufferers from “cephalal- 
gia,” due to migraine, spinal tap, 
pumping air into the brain, high 
blood pressure, sinus infection, head 
injury, surgical operation and un.- 
known causes were rapidly relieved.

It 
is possible that further research with 
nicotinic acid in cases of headaches 
will reveal more about their basic 
nature, and it might lead to ways of 
permanent cure even of migraine.

As he flung down his last sheaf 
of banknotes, a friend asked him 
whether he was not sorry to see his 
francs ‘gone so quickly. 

“No,” he replied easily. “It is 
never foolish to squander money.

the woman he married in 1935 when 
they were playing in films.

This veteran actor indeed much re- 
sembies that: heartless hero of ro- 
mance, Don Juan de Marana. It may 
be remembered that the latter, with 
the most agreeable unconcern, bet 
and lost his lady-love, Dona Teresa 
of Salamanca, over a bottle of Mon- 
tila wine in a game of ombre with 
a student named Don Garcia. 

Jesselyne Gael was not present 
when her husband hazarded her hap- 
piness in the Cercle Haussmann. She 
is prohibited from living in the 
French capital for the next 20 years, 
following a recent Lyons Court decree 
in which she was condemned to “na- 
tional indignity” because of her rela- 
tions with a French Gestapo agent, 
Jacques Saunier, who met death be. 
fore a firing-squad. 

Saunier, it seems, had promised 
to get her into the Theatre Francais, 


and the vedette, weary of Berry and. 


his passion for gaming—she said he 
had a pack of cards in place of a 
heart—gave her smiles to Saunier 


and granted him more than 1,000,000 
francs in spending money. 

Later on, as Saunier enriched him- 
self by betraying his compatriots to 
the Nazis, he showered Jesselyne 
with jewels worth 4,000,000 francs, 
pretending he had amassed a fortune 
selling wines to Switzerland. 


But when he came to her just be- 
fore the Americans landed in France 
and handed her 2,900,000 francs, say- 
ing he was going away and expected 
her to give this sum back to him on 
his return, Jesselyne suspected he 
had received his riches from the Ger- 
mans. Accordingly, she turned her 
lover over to the French authorities, 
who shot him. 

Parisians recall the time, not long 
ago, when His Excellency El Glaoui, 
the Moroccan Pasha, who tried to 
get a government loan in order to 
build a palatial house on the out- 
skirts of Marrakech and fill it with 
6,000 girls picked from European 
capitals, had been in the Vichy Casino.

Then his 
luck changed. It was not long before 
he had lost more than 1,500,000 francs.

But El Glaoui 
refused to accept the pretty stake. 

At this juncture, the wife said: 

“My husband always pays his 
debts.” 

As the most bewitching of smiles 
accompanied her words, El Glaoui re- 
flected that it would be the height 
of discourtesy to decline again. He 
nodded gravely. The favorite joined 
his retinue that night.

FTER three years of playing to GI audi- 


ences all over the world, Irving Berlin, 
who wrote, directed and-acted in the U. S. 


Army’s traveling extravaganza, “This Is The 
Army,’ has come home to his wife and daughters. 
Homecoming, to judge by current movies and 
agazine stories, 1s an experience tougher than 
for most veterans. For Irving, it’s the rich

roses and the Easter Parade and sweet remem- 
ance and love—particularly the last. 

When, years ago, he was courting Ellin 
Mackay, the heiress who became his wife, he wrote 
a song called “Always,” in which he promised to 
love, not for an hour or a day or a year, but al- 
ways. Such vows, unhappily, often are written on 
and, hut this one seems. to have been carved in 
rock. For now, 20 years after marriage, the bloom 
still is on the love of Ellin Mackay and Berlin. 

From the beginning, theirs was a romance in 
the great tradition, the kind troubadours used to 
sing about as they wandered through medieval 
Europe. It had everything: the high-born maiden, 
irate father, lowly lover. It was a hundred differ- 
ent fairy tales, dressed up in modern clothes and 
rolied into one. And, like all good fairy tales, it 
ended with: “...They lived happily ever after.” 

That is, they lived happily until. war came. 
Then Irving voluntarily surrendered his happiness. 
He left Ellin in order to place his talents at the 
service of his country. Nobody told him he had 
to, nor did he get paid for it. Fifty-seven now, he 
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could have hugged his hearth—as 

many another man his age did 

without fear of criticism. Only, 

if he had, there would have been no “This Is The 
Army’’—and he wouldn’t have been Irving Berlin, 

During its long run, his show played on four 
continents and contributed greatly to the morale 
of the anti-Nazi world. For these accomplishments, 
the nation has given Irving Berlin the highest 
civilian award, The Medal for Merit. 

Pleased as he is with this recognition, he is 
even more pleased to be able to resume his inter- 
rupted domestic romance, to be back again in the 
familiar surroundings, which have inspired some 
of the world’s best-loved songs. He has had two 
great loves, his music and his wife. 

New York first became aware of the romance 
back in 1923, when his “Third Music Box Revue” 
was playing on Broadway. The show lacked a 
solid hit song. Its author, in fact, had not been 
able to turn out a popular “torch” number for 
three years (“All by Myself” had been the last) 
nor a respectable hit of any kind since “Lady of 
the Evening,” in 1922. 

Now all at once he came out of his creative 
slump with “What’ll I Do?” Although the ques- 
tion went unanswered in the song, there was no 
question but that its plaintive strains did things 
for the Music Box Revue. 

They also did a lot for Grace Moore, to whose 
melodic voice they were entrusted.

Berlin about his inspiration, he has a stock 
reply. A good songwriter, he says, draws n 
on single experiences; as a consequence, 
possible to point to any one event in his h 
the sole inspiration of a song. 


But the fact remains that shortly 
before writing “What’ll I Do?” he had met 
Ellin Mackay, fallen in love with her and run 
afoul of her formidable father, Clarence H. Mac 
kay, at that time the millionaire head of the 
Postal Telegraph Co. 

When confronted by an obstacle, Mackay be- 
lieved in action. He himself was Catholic; Irving, 
Jewish. As a songwriter, the latter was a man 
without any fixed position in society; moreover, 
he was 34 years old. Plainly, his attentions to 
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the 19-year-old Ellin were an obstacle, Mackay 
went into action. First step was te hire 4nvesti- 
' gators to collect all the additional unpleasant 
facts they could about the unsuitable suitor, 
The investigation disclosed that Irving, the 
son of an immigrant Russian, had grown up in 
the teeming streets of New York’s East. Side, 
where his father was a cantor in a synagogue.

| name was Isadore Baline; and most of his edu- 
ition, aside from a few terms in primary school, 
had been picked up from fellow newsboys, fight- 
ing for penny sales.

“Then we woke Izzy and Mike demanded what 
he meant by sleeping on the job and letting the 
place get robbed. Izzy ran to the'till and saw it 
was empty, then he saw his ring was gone. 

“It was all in fun, of course, but Mike got 
sore,. anyway, and kicked Izzy out for good. He 
got a job with Jimmy Kelly, up on 14th Street.” 

While at Kelly’s,. Berlin wrote “Alexander’s 
Ragtime Band.” It was his magic key to success. 
The song sold more than 2,000,000 copies, was 
played all over the world. Other hits followed, 
and soon their author chang his name from 
Baline to Berlin, “because evePybody pronounced 
it Berlin anyway.” Then he became a partner in 
a music publishing concern known as Waterson, 
Berlin & Snyder. 

Such were the facts collected by the Mackay 
investigators. Horatio Alger might have relished 
them, but their only effect on the head of the 
Postal Telegraph Co. was to cause him to order 
his daughter to forget her songwriting friend, 
under threat of disinheritance. To facilitate obed- 
ience, he sent her off on a European tour. 

Irving’s songs followed Ellin and did his 
wooing for him. ‘“‘What’ll I Do?” told her how blue 
he was without her. “All Alone” described in sad 
three-four time the feelings of a lover waiting 
vainly for the “ring, a ting-a-ling” of the tele 
phone. “Remember?” with its lament for the girl 
who had promised not to forget and then forgot 
to remember, rebuked the fair tourist. 

If Ellin had any resistance left by the time 
she got back to New York, the poignant “Always,” 
which met her at the dock, disposed of it. 

Word got around in 1925 that she and Irving 
were engaged. Mr. Mackay thunderously denied 
the humor. Somebody asked Berlin what would 
happen if Ellin really were disinherited. 

“T guess I'd settle a million on her myself,” he 
replied casually. 

Nobody questioned his ability to 
make good the remark, for by then he 
had formed his own music publishing 

firm, Irving Berlin, 
Inc., and, what with 
publishing profits and 
the royalties from his 
own songs, his income 


was reckoned at $500,000 a year. 

On the morning of January 4, 1926, Max Wins- 
low, one of the officers of Irving Berlin, Inc., got 
a eall from the corporation's president. 

“Berlin telephoned at 9 o’clock,” Winslow said 
later. “He asked me to come down to the 
apartment and bring along my wife. We got there 


‘at 11, and they were both there, Irving and Ellin. 


They wanted to get married right away.” 

The tenderly reared Ellin had her first ride in 
the subway that day. It was to New York’s Mu 
nicipal Building, where nmfarriage licenses are 
issued. Immediately after the license had been 
obtained, she and Irving were married in the 
office of the City Clerk. 

The stream of denials and denunciations which 
had been issuing from Mackay suddenly ceased 
Nor was he among those present to welcome the 
honeymooners when they arrived back in this 
country after a long European honeymoon. 

For a time it looked like a case of the irresis- 
tible force and the immovable object. After more 
than three years of steadfast rage, Mackay re. 
lented, however, and acknowledged Irving as his 
son-in-law and, before he died in 1938, divided his 
estate equally among Ellin, her sister, Katherine, 
Mrs. Robert A. Hawkins, and their brother, John. 


HROUGH love of his wife, his music and his 

country, Irving Berlin has become not only the 
dean of American songwriters but a national in- 
stitution. His ability to make a positive contribu- 
tion in times of crisis was demonstrated as long 
ago as the first World War. In uniform then, he 
helped to make army life pleasant for his fellows 
by writing and producing “Yip, Yip, Yaphank.” 

Few people know it, but “God Bless America” 
also dates from that period. It remained in escrow 
until the late ’30s. Characteristically he as- 
signed all its royalties—-more than $100,000 — 
to the treasuries of the Boy and Girl Scouts. 

“This Is the Army” poured over $9,000,000 
into the coffers of the Army Emergency Relief 
Fund. 

Now at last it has concluded its phenomenal 
run and its author is home again with his wife 
and his daughters, Mary Ellin and Linda. 

He has retired to romance.

It was 
a difficult job, as he had to get the 
work done between classes to avoid 
distracting the students’ attention. 

One cold day, class began when 
he was still on the outside. He then 
took a foolish chance. 

He decided to walk, carrying the 
short ladder he needed on that par- 
ticular job in one hand, his bucket 
in the other, along the narrow ledge 
to the next classroom. Half way 
across, he ran into a stretch of ice, 
and one foot slipped. 

Hart knew that he could, if he 
dropped the ladder, reach up and 
grab the ledge above him. Yet if he 
dropped the ladder he might kill one 
or more of the students milling 
around below. Hart made the deci- 
sion professional window - cleaners 
often have to make—he took a chance 
to protect the people below, and held 
on to the ladder. Luck was with 
him. Recovering his balance, he 
edged his way over to the next win- 
dow safely. 

That’s the sort of thing window 
cleaners encounter. Take Joseph Las- 
ker, for instance. A big man, Lasker 
was cleaning windows high above 
the street when one of his safety 
straps broke loose. He fell about six 
feet, then was jerked up short by 
the other safety strap to dangle, help- 
lessly, several stories up. 

He still had hold of his brush. 
With two hands, he might have 
climbed back, but if he dropped the 
brush, it might hit someone beneath 
him. He held on to it, even though 
the other strap began to give. Two 
fellow workers hurried to the win- 
dow. Other men held them by their 
ankles, and they were lowered, head- 
first, down to Lasker. 

They passed up the brush, and 
then pulled up the man. He came 
puffing through the window, stepped 
inside, and said: 

“Get the brush all right?” When 
he received an answering nod, he 
passed out cold. 


Thomas Minick found himself in 
the same predicament five stories 
over a Chicago street. One strap 
broke, and he dangled at the end of 
the other as crowds collected beneath 
and his fellow-workers tried to get 
him up. Finally Minick was pulled 
through the window. 

“Ho hum,” he said. “Back to 
work.” With a new safety belt, he 
climbed out and resumed his job. 

In addition to the danger to them- 
selves and to the people below, the 
window washers have to put up with 
a lot from the public. Hart, who, 
as strawboss of the window cleaning 
gang in the Empire State Building 
in New York City, works higher than 
any other window cleaner in the 
world, says that he could use a little 
more consideration. 

“This is a mighty drafty building,” 
he says. “I try to see that all doors 
are closed when I open the window 
to go out. This prevents drafts, and 
keeps papers from blowing around, 
rain from blowing in, or water from 
my bucket being swished around the 
room. Sometimes someone else opens 
up a door, though, and I catch all 
the blame.” 

Mr. Hart also tells the story of an 
accident he had in Somerville, Mass., 
several years ago. He was working 
above a theatre canopy, slipped, and 
fell three stories. 

The glass canopy, reinforced with 
chicken wire, broke his fall, and he 
landed on the street in a shower of 
glass. A policeman came running up 
and asked Richey if he were hurt. 
The window cleaner shook himself, 
and said he was all right. 

“Then get a broom and clean 
this mess up,” said the cop. “You 
ought to be ashamed of yourself,

HE doorbell of the Waco, Ohio, home 

of Vernard J. Fearn, a coal dealer, 

rang at 6:20 p. m., Thursday, Dec. 6, 
1928. There was no hint of foreboding in the 
sound, no warning note. After all, people were 
always dropping by to order coal or pay a bill, 
or to borrow this or that. 

Mrs. Fearn and her 9-year-old daughter, Kath- 
erine, answered the ring while Fearn, fresh from 
the dinner table, prepared to go out to the garage 
and drain the water from his truck. Mrs. Fearn 
switched on the porch light. 

“Is Mr, Fearn in?” asked the visitor, a young 
woman. 

“Yes, won’t you come in?” 

“I’d prefer to see him here.” 

Mrs. Fearn, a bit taken aback, said, “Very 
well,” and called to her husband. As he responded. 
she heard the young woman say, “Step out onto 
the porch. I want to speak to you.” And she had 
just withdrawn into the house with her daughter 
when she heard seven shots fired. 

“Vern!” she screamed. 

Mrs. Fearn jerked open the door. Her husband 
was falling. The young woman had vanished. 

“T never saw her before,” he muttered.

Women liked him, the officers learned, for 


he had good looks, danced well, and had been a 


natural-born jollier. Marriage had not kept him 
away from his diversion at the dance halls and 
night clubs of near-by Canton. 

Sheriff Gibson and his men checked dozens of 
reports and clews but got nowhere. One unsup- 
ported theory was that the young woman had 
served merely as a lure to get Fearn into range 
of a man hidden in the shadows. 

Seven days passed. By the end of that period, 
the Fearn murder had not progressed one inch 
toward solution. By extraordinary good fortune, 
the killer had been able to walk in plain view to 
the Fearn home, call him to the door, shoot him 
down, and then stroll away unhindered and un- 
identified. 

The young woman hadn’t seemed to care 
whether anybody might seek to stop her. After 
the shooting, she had behaved almost casually, as 
though her target had not been a fellow human 
being but rather some far less important creature.

As was afterwards learned, several weeks be- 
fore Fearn was murdered, a young couple, Wilbur 
and Margaret Heldman, rented two rooms on the 
first floor of a house owned and occupied by Mrs. 
Lena Zimmerman, a widow, at Lorain, Ohio, a 
steel town 80 miles northwest of Canton. Held- 
man had a job as salesman with a furnace com- 
pany. 

Mrs. Zimmerman found them to be a nice, 
quiet couple, though she heard them quarreling 
on occasion. Unimportant quarrels, no doubt, she 
thought. 

Unimportant? 

On Sunday afternoon, Nov. 2, Heldman noticed 
some letters on a table. He saw one addressed to 
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The Killer Just Couldn't Stop Shooting, and 

Emptied the Gun. But When It Was All Over and 

the Law Was About to Claim Its Own, One More 
Shot Was Fired 


Margaret’s sister in Canton. He 
read: 

“Wilbur and I are having trouble 
again, and I guess it will be for the 
last time. I know I told a lot of 
lies to you and to him, and I guess 
I might as well tell you the truth 
before he does. 

“You remember when we lived at 
Hubbards and all went out to a 
dance at Smile Inn and we met Mr. 
and Mrs. Fearn. I danced with Mr. 
Fearn and we made a date and I 
met him at the west end a couple 

of nights later. I told you I was going 
to a show with the girls at Zollinger’s 
{a Canton department store in which 
she had worked] but we went for a 
ride ...and Wilbur has found it out 
ands going to get a divorce so it will 
come out*then, so that is why I am 
telling you this.” 

Heldman knew that Margaret had 
been acquainted with Fearn before 
their marriage. Now he demanded to 
know just what had been going on 
since, | 

“T guess you wouldn’t blame me,” 
he said, “for wondering if Emmett is 
really my son.” He referred to their 
five months-old child, who had been 
placed in the care of a woman in 

Canton. 


On Dec. 2 they 
quarreled again, 
and Wilbur’s ques- 
tions and accusations 
became so harrowing 
that the small, brunette 
wife packed her things 
and went to a boarding 
house. Later that same 
day she returned and 
told him she would 
visit her sister; Mrs. 
Laura Pierce, in Can- 
ton. 


N DEC. 7 she was 
back. 


On Sunday, the 9th, 
Heldman slept late, and 
in the afternoon they 
went to a picture show. 
It wasn’t until early 
that evening that he 
read the paper and 
learned about the sud- 
den death of Vernard 
Fearn. 


He talked to Mar- 
garet about it, but she 
had little to Say. 
Merely that it didn’t 
matter to her whether 
Fearn was alive or 
dead. 

He followed the case 
day by day. Once, read- 
ing a description of the 
suspect, he remarked, 
“Margaret, it looks as 
though you might have 
done it.” That caused 
her to flare up, and he 
assured her he was only 
joking. 

Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday. “They'll be 
after you,” he said. “You have the same kind 
of hat and coat.”

Heldman ran upstairs and confronted 
garet. “You killed him, didn’t you?” 

She nodded. “I had to, Wilbur,” she said. 

“Put on your things,” he exclaimed excitedly. 
“We're going to Canton. You'll have to give 
yourself up.” 

She began to cry. 
wait until tomorrow, Wilbur. 
today.” 

“No. We'll start right away.” 

Presently they were in his coupe. Margaret 
sat quietly at his side and answered the questions 
he put to her. Fearn just hadn't let her alone, 
she said. He had threatened her with exposure, 
and finally she had be- 
come desperate. 

She had been Mar- 
garet Horner when she 
had started working at 
Zollinger’s in Canton 
early in 1927. That had 
been a few weeks after 
her graduation from a 
high school in Du Bois, 
Pa., where her mother 
still lived. One evening 
She had accompanied 
her sister to the Fearn 
home, and there met 
the popular coal dealer 
for the first time.

fn an Orphanage One Night Many 

of the Boys Fell Violently Ill. Those 

Who Had Not Eaten the Rice Cus- 
terd Had Not Been Stricken.

N THE honor place at the speakers’ 
table sat the archbishop. Around 
| him were Chicago’s civic and 
church leaders, there to pay him 
homage. It was a time for restrained 
happiness and good will. Then a 
grievous mistake was made; the first 
course of dinner was served. 

Everyone apparently had been well 
up to that time. Within a few min- 
utes after that time nearly everyone 
was doubled up in pain. 

Quickly medical and chem- 
ical detectives went to work. 
They found that the soup—the 
dinner’s first course—had been 
poisoned by a recently hired 
mentally deficient kitchen as- 
sistant. He had laced it with 
arsenic trioxide. 

The incident was far from 
unique. Food poisoning is a 
threat that can rise in any 
part of the country. Sometimes 
wilful murder is_ intended. 
Sometimes a deadly chemical reaches 
the food by accident. More often the 
cause of trouble is food spoilage. 

Whatever the cause, the need for 
medical and chemical detectives is 
urgent. Theirs is the duty to deter- 
mine what the poison is, how it 
reached the food, who was to blame. 

How often they are called on can 


be estimated from the United age 


States Public Health Service 
report for 1943. It records 389 
outbreaks of food poisoning af- 
fecting 24,000 persons and caus- 

ing 56 deaths. The main causes 
were home canned foods, im- 
proper refrigeration, infected food 
handlers, careless handling of food 
in making salads, and insufficient 
cooking. 

These common causes, however, 
don’t bar out the possibility of excep- 
tions; odd causes, obscure ones, come 
to light in medicak reports every so 
often and from many places. 

For example, the case of the 
strange duck eggs. In an orphanage 
one night, many of the boys fell 
violently ill. 

All of those who had eaten the rice 
custard had been stricken; seven who 
had not eaten it had not been stricken. 
The rice custard undoubtedly was the 
means of infection. 

Both chicken eggs and duck eggs 
had been used in making it. Other 
eggs from the ducks proved to be 
infected; so did the ducks themselves. 
Then it was found that the man who 
cared for the ducks had a staphy- 
lococci infection. 

Another case, somewhat similar, 
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was that of the contradic- 
tory jellied chicken. It hap 
pened after a caterer in Vir- 
ginia prepared a wedding 
luncheon including a chicken 
salad and jellied chicken 
made with the use of a con- 
centrated chicken broth. 

Almost everyone at the luncheon 
was poisoned. 

A bacteriologic study showed the 
jellied chicken infected with staphy- 
lococci, which grow fast at room 
temperature. An examination of the 

caterer’s assistants revealed 
that one of them had a 
staphylococci infection. 

Now turn from the hu- 
man element in poisoning to 
non-human. Among the re- 
cent discoveries of medical 

science has been 
the fact that cad- 
mium, a some- 
what rare metal 


used in plating food utensils, can pro- 
duce nausea, cramps and severe in- 
testinal disturbance within 15 to 30 
minutes after it reaches the stomach 
even in very small quantities. 

Until DDT was discovered, prob- 
ably the most efficacious poison for 
roaches and rats was sodium fluoride. 
It still is widely used. There have 
been many cases of housewives who 
have used the poison for the pests 
and later mistaken the can containing 
it for the can of baking powder. 
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Thousands of Persons in the 
United States Are Victims of 
Improperly Handled or In- 
fected Food, and Medical 
Detectives Do Real De- 
tective Work in Tracing the 
Poison to Its Source 


It works fast. One husband ate a 
dessert made with sodium fluoride 
instead of baking powder, and died in 
45 minutes. Another ate a less po- 
tent one, and died in 12 hours. 

Just as poisonous are a wide 
variety of plants. Among the com- 
mon ones which can cause trouble 
are mushrooms of the | 
inedible kinds and rhu- 
barb leaves, which many 
an unwary housewife has 
fried or prepared as 
greens.

Hi’Sii fell over the tiny court- 

room. Tie Royal Navy offi- 

cers trying the submarine 
captain jeaned forward, and gradu- 
ally their faces softened. 

The witness was Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Fiupert Philip Lonsdale, cap- 
tain of the ®British submarine, Seal. 
He was jiigchting for his honor. He 
was testifving, too, to the world as 
to whet praver did for him and his 
crew when the Seal lay grounded 22 
fathoms deep, off the coast of Sweden 
in May, i940. 

It was court-martial for the cap- 
tain. At Portsmouth Barracks, Eng- 
Jand, he was iacing charges of failure 
to take action and engage an enemy 
plane which attacked his submarine 
on May 5, 1940, and failure to take 
steps to insure the sinking of his un- 
cerseas craft when capture seemed 
possible. 

The commander and his crew had 
been captured by the Germans and 
for five years had been in a prison 
amp. Free again, he was confronted 
by Royal Navy discipline. 

“We were 22 fathoms down,” he 
‘swore, his voice clear, his head up. 
“Our. stern was stuck in the sea bed 
at an angle of about 18 degrees. Some 
Vatyour crew were in a comatose con- 
ditiohtyOne man was lying at my 
feet, ang@gher slipped and became hys- 
terical. All our efforts failed to sur- 
lace the Seal, and I decided on one 
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more final effort. 

“Before doing this I mustered my 
crew in the control room for prayers. 

“The object of these prayers was 
to ask God to help us. The crew, 
tired, sweating and wan, stood around 

some knelt, while I prayed.” 

The commander hesitated for a 
moment. He fixed his eyes on his 
judges. Then he continued. 

“The prayers almost immediately 
relieved the tension. The crew was 
silent for a moment. Then I gave an 
order to rig a line forward to help 
the. men to get forward. Some were 
unable to get there because they were 
too exhausted. 

“IT asked them to work up speed 
on the main motors and gradually we 
found ourselves on an even keel and 
the submarine began to rise.” 

Commander Lonsdale’s voice fell 
almost to a whisper. 

“It was most evident to me that 
Providence had helped us. AS my 
mind worked mechanically to direct 
the crew, I was taken by the firm 
conviction that Providence would con- 
tinue to help us and that my crew 
would reach Sweden in safety, and 
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that I should not have to take a 
human life. 

“Then we reached the surface. For 
a moment only we were safe: Tren an 
aircraft challenged us. I Ordered a 
signal to be made, hoping that the 
plane would think we were other than 
we were. But it attacked, and events 
then happened so rapidly that I am 
unable to remember accurately.” 

Commander Lonsdale stopped. For 
a moment he bowed his head as if 
he were praying again as he did when 
his craft was grounded on seabottom. 
After that he recounted the bombing 
plane’s attack against his submarine. 

“Our only way of defeating the air 
attack was to dive beneath the sur- 
face. But that was impossible. 

“IT told the signalman to flash an 
‘S.O.S.’ and to surrender to the plane. 
We did this but the plane kept firing. 
In desperation I. ordered the. signal- 
man off the bridge and brought our 
Lewis guns into action. Then the 
starboard engine failed. 

“IT fired the guns until one after 
another they jammed. Then someone

Suggested we raise the white flag 
and stop the remaining motor. We 
had no alternative and almost imme- 
diately one of the seaplanes landed on 
the water and they ordered us to 
swim over to them.” 

One officer told the court: 

“Not having the captain’s cou 
age, I went to the contro! room dur- 
ing the attack. We were almost a 
heaven-sent target to the enemy air- 
craft and sooner or later any man 
topside was bound to be hit. 

“I suggested to the captain that he 
should come to cover but he got very 
angry and refused to leave the bridge. 
That’s when we all went below— be- 
cause we didn’t have his courage.” 

The court also heard testimony 
praising the captain for his action 
after the crew was sent to prison 
camp. He aided the camp padre in 
his daily duties. He encouraged and 
counseled the men. 

All this the court heard and took 
under consideration. Then the case 
closed. The accused commander and 
his second in command, Lieutenant 
Trevor Agar Beet, prepared for a 
long wait for the decision. 

But on succeeding days, they 
walked from the courtroom freed of 
the charges and carrying their 
swords, handed back to them in the 
tradition of the Royal] Navy as a 
sign of integrity. 

As Commander Lonsdale departed, 
he bolstered a belief of his crew 
that he would soon leave the Navy 
and enter the church. 

“This is too sacred for me to dis- 
cuss at this moment,” he said. “My 
intentions are governed by the firm 
convictions that my prayers were 
answered and my men were saved 
when all appeared hopeless.” 

A Church of England spokesman 
later said Commander’ Lonsdale 
would train for Holy Orders.

RET HARTE didn’t have Fong Wing in mind 
when he put those lines in Truthful James's 
mouth in one of his mining camp stories, 

but the best capmaker in San Francisco’s China- 
town 50 years ago couldn't have fashioned a sky- 
piece that fitted Fong’s Cantonese noggin better. 

All Chinese like to gamble but Fong Wing was 
the gamblingest Celestial who plied a pair of chop- 
Sticks this side of the Golden Gate. A shoemaker 
by trade, Fong, also known as Little Pete, was a 
race track plunger by avocation. He should ‘thave 
ona to his last—but that’s getting ahead of the 
story. 

Fifty years ago, San Francisco was the most 
glamorous American city west of New York. Its 
varied attractions lured pleasure-bent bankrolls 
as unerringly as a magnet draws steel filings. 
Colorful characters infested the town—Wyatt 
Earp, Arizona killer who had arrived two jumps 
ahead of a posse in time to act as referee of the 
Fitzsimmons-Sharkey fight, which he awarded to 
Sailor Tom on a foul that was phonier than a 
night club introduction; Mose Gunst, who had 
backed young Jim Corbett in his successful boxing 
contest with John L. Sullivan just four years pre- 
viously; Lucky Baldwin, the race ‘track plunger 
who had built the Baldwin Hotel to buck the 
Palace; Bill Lange, who was keeping San Fran- 
cisco on the sports pages with his batting and 
fielding feats for the Chicago White Stockings— 
brought with them from the islands a new musical 
instrument, resembling a bull fiddle’s calf, which 
they called the ukulele; and sporting men of high 
and low estate lured by the speculative possibili- 
ties linked up with the noblest beast. 

San Francisco not only was as wide open as a 
Gates Ajar collar, but was the only city on the 
continent except New Orleans in which there was 
winter racing. In those days, the stables of the 
socially prominent Eastern. horsemen were laid 
up for the winter, but the leading “pros” shipped 
to San Francisco for a shot at some of the gold 
and silver which were circulating in this Paris of 
the West like red and white corpuscles in a he- 
man’s arteries. Bookmakers and horse players 
replaced placer miners in this new California go!d 
rush. Riley Grannan, hero of many a two-buck 
plunger who thinks he can emulate his get-rich- 
quick career; Rittsburgh Phil, who had a way with 
horses that made the bookies cry for help; Tod 
Sloan, with six years in the saddle behind him but 
just another jockey yet; Henry Griffin, crack 
rider of the New York tracks—all these turf char- 
acters were on the scene. 


OM WILLIAMS owned the Bay District track 

where the winter racing was held. Located near 
the Golden Gate Park and Long Mountain, the 
course wasn’t laid out to stand protracted rains. 
Whenever the dew became too heavy, the races 
were run off on a sandy course built inside the 
main strip where the footing was better in wet 
weather. This course followed the general pat- 
tern of a horse player’s life in that it was full 
of ups and downs. Wags used to say that the 
back stretch was modeled after that hidden road 
at Waterloo into which Marshal Ney’s charging 
horsemen plunged 12 feet over a precipice to 
their doom, changing the course of history. 

It was at this track, then, that Fong Wing 
plunged—to his eventual doom. Fong gave little 
time to his shoe factory in San Francisco’s color- 
ful Chinatown once he discovered Golden Gate 
Park. A streak of beginner’s luck led him to start 
plunging recklessly. It didn’t take long for some of 
the gents who hang around race tracks and live by 
their ‘wits to size up Fong Wing as a Grade A 
prospect. Soon, he was getting more tips than a 
tyro on a sucker list..-These served only to confuse 
him and send him deeper into the red.

The only drawback, Fong had found out, was 
that, although Sink’s Best Bets won consistently, 
they returned such short prices that it took only 
one loser to wipe out the profits of three or four 
winners. That made it a case of “sink with 
Sink” in the long run unless something was done. 

In his sing-song voice and pidgin English, Fong 
suggested to Williams that in races in which the 
jockeys in their hire rode contending horses other 
than Sink’s choice, it would be an easy matter for 
their saddle stooges to shoo in the Sink Special. 
This they were to accomplish by pulling their own 
mounts and using them to run interference for the 
steed that had been “elected.” If Mr. Sink, the 
handicapper, began to aet a bit swell-headed to- 
ward the other members of his high-class profes- 
sion soon after this, you could hardly censure him. 
The cove certainly was picking winners as if they 
were his own teeth after a meal at Lucky. Bald- 
win's hoss hostelry. 

“It’s all in my figures,” he told envious rivals, 
as he tried to keep up with the demand for his 
sealed selections which retailed for one buck per 
throw. “I’m now using differential calculus in- 
stead of trigonometry.

8 lege were wondering the same thing out 
loud. They. were the bookies who were being 
hit heavily in one or two races almost every day. 
Occasionally a few days would pass when they 
escaped this new scourge but it always came back 
again like the chestnut blight. Some of the more 
outspoken began to point the finger. Anyone tak- 
ing a sight along one of these accusing pinkies 
would have seen that they all drew a bead on 
Chorn; Barney Schreiber’s clever young rider. 

Bookmakers are supposed to have hearts of 
stone and blood of ice water. Barney was a warm- 
hearted, trusting soul, known far and wide as the 
Honest Dutchman—nor did he get his name be- 
cause the grandstand was never pilfered from a 
race track at which he made book. Barney was a 
man of substance—member of an old breed that 
was highly respected in the sports world of 50 
years ago. Even when his best friend told him 
that horses he backed were being pulled he 
wouldn’t listen. 

“Why, I’d stake my life on that kid’s honesty,” 
he said, lighting up a fat cigar and dismissing his 
losses as water over the dam, which the morrow’s 
racing would replace. 

An amateur sleuth might have smashed the 
jockey’s ring before it had time to do much dam- 
age had he been able to make use of obvious evi- 
dence. Tod Sloan, Henry Griffin and Sam Dog- 
gett, three of the jockeys who had been “proposi- 
tioned” by Heinrichs, the veteran rider, about join- 
ing the plot, and had indignantly refused to have 
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any part in his operations, began to 
watch him closely. They noticed that 
he wore a different pair of new shoes 
every few days. Chevalier and Chorn 
also showed up with new footwear so 
often as to make it glaringly apparent 
that they knew someone in the shoe 
business. If the honest jockeys had 
known that Fong was a shoe manu- 
faéturer, they would have stumbled 
right into the middle of the plot with- 
out trying. But, around the track, 
Fong, in his Oriental custome and 
pigtails, was the last one anyone 
would have mistaken for a shoemak- 
er. He was better known among Oc- 
cidentals as a leader of one of the 
Tongs in San Francisco’s .Chinatown 
and as a host to important Easterners 
who wanted to “do” the section while 


on a visit to the city. Bill Clancy, another honest 


jockey, went so far as to accuse one of the venal 
trio of having been corrupted, because of the

Neither Barney nor Fong had an inkling that 
the solution of their problems lay just ahead.

This the three 
conspirators found out that sloppy day in 1896 
at the Bay District course. Chorn and Chevalies 
had to perform feats of rodeo horsemanship to 
keep the other contenders away from Sea Spray’s 
heels. The plot almost had a farcical ending when 
Heinrichs, aboard the inconsistent Ike L., had to 
use every ounce of his strength to hold back his 
ambitious plug. 

The stewards who had been prepared for this 
little horse opera sent for Heinrichs, still weak 
from his tussle with the ambitious plater, and 
accused him of pulling Ike L. He brazenly denied 
everything but nevertheless was suspended. After 
a few days when he found that he was being 
abandoned by his fellow conspirators, he expressed 
a desire to yokel a real horse opera for the 
stewards. And did he sing! It was a mournful 
dirge for his three accomplices who, along with 
Heinrichs, were ruled off for life. 


ND what of Fong Wing, he of the dark ways 

and vain tricks? When the news reached 
Chinatowfi that the shoemaker who had been giv 
ingy out all those bad tips to those who trusted him 
had been involved in the betting coup on Sea 
Spray, after he had tipped them on Ike L., hatch 
ets were taken out of hiding places and sharpened; 
pistols were oiled. In panic, Fong converted his 
gold hoard into paper that would be negotiable at 
English banks in Shanghai, then hustled his wife 
and children aboard a steamer leaving that day 
for the Orient. He planned to wind up his affairs 
as quickly as possible and follow when the storm 
had blown over. His affairs were wound up for 
all time two nights later, when, as he slunk along 
a dark alley in Chinatown, trying to get to his 
residence without being detected, a shot rang out 
on the foggy night air and a lifeless body slumped 
into the gutter. Fong Wing, who had always 
demanded his winnings in gold, had been paid off 
for the last time in lead.

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‘tern of childhood he'll .tend to 


AN you expect your child’s be- 

havior to improve _ steadily, 

simply because he is growing 
older? Will the “little angel” at five 
be both bigger and better at six? 

The answer is an emphatic “No,” 
according to Dr. Arnold Gesell, Di- 
reetor of the Clinic of Child Develop- 
mént, at Yale University. 

If Junior follows the normal pat- 
be 
well-adjusted and well-behaved at 
five; be so. obstreperous Or unpre- 
dictable at six that his elders® will 
wonder what has got into him; be- 
come a thoughtful dreamer at seven; 
get into his parents’ hair with his 
super-abundance of curiosity and en- 
ergy at eight; and settle down to a 
calm self-sufficieney at nine. 

The 10-year-old usually has him- 
self and his skills well in hand and 
gives a fair indication of what the 
full-grown man (or woman) is to be. 

These conclusions, reached after 
years of research at the Yale Clinic, 
are explained in detail in a new book 
for parents on which this article is 
based. “The Child From to 10,” 
is written by Dr. Gesell and his asso- 
ciate, Dr. Frances Ilg; and published 
by Harper and Bros., New York. 

“Do not be surprised if you find 
that your child does some things that 
are not even mentioned in the book,” 
the authors caution. “We Know that 
every child is an individual and that 
he travels by his own tailor-made time 
schedule. Nevertheless, we have giyen 
you a frame of reference to consult.” 

“Five is a kind of golden age for 
both parent and child,” the experts 
find. “For a brief moment the tides 


of development flow smoothly. 


~ The five-year-old is self-contained, 
on friendly and familiar terms with 
her environment. ; 

“The emotional linkage with her 
mother is strong.” 

Five-year-old Susan likes to paint, 
draw, color, cut and paste and enjoys 
hearing stories about animals that 
behave like humans. 

In her childish way, when she 
does something wrong, she is likely 
to blame the person nearest to her, 
saying, “Look what you made me do!” 

Wild animals and strange or bad 
people that frighten are most ton- 
spicuous in 5-year-old dreams, the au- 
thors say. At this age waking fears 
usually are few. 

Six-year-old Jimmy, however, real- 
ly expects to find lions and tigers in 
his bedroom, cringes at the sound 
of a buzzing insect for fear it will 
sting, believes in witches and ghosts 
that may come through the walls. 

This is an age when Jimmy might 
be called a sissy by parents who fail 
to understand that his whole body 
chemistry,. mental makeup and nefv- 
ous system are undergoing a big, 
behavior-upsetting change.

Boys and Girls Play 


The Five-Year-Old Has 

Reached a Well-Behaved 

“Golden Age,” Has a 

Fondness for Painting 
and Drawing. 


At the same time he seems to be 
at odds with the world, and especially 
with his mother. He may even hit 
or kick her, and frequently has tem- 
per tantrums. As an outlet for these 
emotional tensions such habits as 
biting the fingernails, chewing a 
necktie or pigtails, blinking the eyes, 
or twitching are likely to occur. 

Starting at five and one-half and 
carrying on into the six-year-old stage 
the child is physically active, boister- 
ous but awkward. He hates criticism 
and thrives on praise. 

Many an objective is accomplished 
at this stage when parents merely 
treat the whole thing as a game. 

“There is ‘a kind of quieting down 

at seven,” the authors 
point out, “Six-year- 
oldness tended to pro- 
duce brash _ reactions 
and bursts of activity. 
The seven-year-old goes 
into lengthening periods 
of calmness and of 
self-absorption, during 
which he works his im. 
pressions Over and over, 
oblivious to the outer 
world,” 

Boys and girls of seven begin to 
become detached from their mothers 
—no more “apron strings.” 

This is an “eraser age” in Junior’s 
work. He tries over and over again 
to perfect his skills, and is extremely 
particular about details. He begins 
to take an interest in the community. 

His fears and disturbing dreams 
are diminishing but he doesn’t like 
to face new situations alone. 

Out of this quiet period, when 
Junior almost seems to be in a shell, 
there bursts an inquisitive eight-year- 
old, full of energy. 

The boy or girl of eight is apt to 
seem fresh or rude, loves to talk 
with dramatic exaggeration and has 
a great deal of daring. Boys and 
girls play together less at this age 
and may have an active dislike for 
one another. 

“Self-motivation is the cardinal 
characteristic of the 9-year-old,” the 
Yale experts conclude. “He has a 
growing capacity to put his mind to 
things, on his own initiative or on 
slight cues from his environment. 
This typically gives him a pre-occu- 
pied business-like air, both at home 
and at school.” 

At 10 his talents in the creative 
arts and his social personality are 
evident. He is ready to take part in 
elementary discussions of social prob- 
lems, and prone to a bit of hero 
worship. 

“At this significant transition age 
of,10, near the brink of adolescence,” 
the Yale experts write, “we must be- 
gin to take children more completely 
into our confidence.” 

Out of the whole study of the five 
to 10 period, they predict, there should 
develop a more humanized relation- 
ship between grown-up and child.

T LANDLORD MactTavish’s call, the dozing

Mrs. MacTavish was back in a moment. 

“They're gone!” she said. “The room is 
empty!” 

The stranger, William C. Dannenberg, 
United States Special Agent, ran down the 
veranda steps and headed for the Santa Fe 
station more than a mile away, leaving Mac- 
Tavish to fret over the Thatchers’ unpaid bill. 

“Always just out of reach,” he said to him- 
self. “Will I never catch up? Will Step- 
Ahead Jones always be just a step ahead?” 

A shrewd boxing promoter had hung the 
“Step-Ahead” tag on Andrew H. Jones, six- 
foot-three, 210-pound bruiser, during his inter- 
lude'as heavyweight title-seeker in the late 
'90s. Mr. Jones’ subsequent career was to add 
a special aptness to a nickname chosen 
purely for his agility in the ring. 

Prize-fighter Jones had turned: up 
in Fargo, N. D., and met a brunette 
bank clerk named Grace, who was to 
change the course of his life.

Step-Ahead Jones had 
given Dannenberg the shake. Lacking clues, the

Isolated in the prairie, on the original townsite 
of Amarillo, was a quaint old hotel. Dannenberg 
rested in its cool lobby, glanced at the register 
through habit, snapped his fingers and whistled. 

That familiar, flourishing signature again. The 
clerk recalled the pleasant, oddly assorted couple. 
‘A jitney bus operator had taken them to the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande station—three days ago. 

At the station Dannenberg showed his pictures 
to the conductor on a westbound train.

Then cautious, alert, fingering the snub-nosed 
revolver in his right coat pocket, the detective 
walked along Main Street, looking for Step-Ahead 
Jones and his wife. 

Through the window of a small restaurant he 
saw them. They sat at the counter eating. 

At the curb Dannenberg sat on a barrel, waiting. 
Twenty minutes before train time Step-Ahead paid 
the bill and came out. Grace Jones followed. 
Dannenberg moved between them. “You are under 
arrest, Jones,” said Dannenberg. 

Jones’ right hand jerked toward his hip, tken 
stopped as he felt a pistol barrel against his ribs. 
Dannenberg had to pocket his revolver in order 
to click the handcuffs around Jones’ wrists. While 
doing that he saw a new danger. ° 

Grace Jones had slipped behind her husband. 
The detective saw her hand appearing around Step- 
Ahead’s right side. In it was a .45 pistol. 


Py ANNENBERG aimed his foot at the hand and 


kicked. Grace screamed. The pistol clattered 
to the sidewalk. Jones spoke for the first time. 

“Let it go, Baby. Let everything go.” In his 
weary voice there was a note of relief. “It had 
to come.” 

Dannenberg studied him silently as they moved 
toward the village jail. 

“Tell me something,” he said at last. 
know I was on your trail?” 

“We knew somebody was on the trail—and 
always would be. Over the long haul we knew we 
couldn’t keep a step ahead. We kept trying, but we 
knew we couldn’t win.”’ 

For the record, they tried twice more. Awaiting 
transfer to Amarillo for extradition proceedings, 
Jones got Dannenberg into his cell and swung at 
him with a heavy iron bar. He missed by an inch. 

Grace Jones smuggled a file to Step-Aheads’ 
second-story cell and placed a ladder under his 
window, but the escape was thwarted. 

Years later there was an attempt at revenge. 
During Jones’ 10-year term in Leavenworth prison, 
Dannenberg visited the place,and saw Jones on 
a loading platform. The embezzler picked up a 
sack of cement and almost felled the detective 
with it. 

Step-Ahead Jones “never forgave himself for 
falling a step behind the Law. 
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Moderator, Catholic Evidence Guild, New York

Jogues, Escaped Captive of the lroquois—Destined Later for Martyrdom and Sainthood. 
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th | MARTYR! O Martyr of Jesus Christ!” 

were the words that echoed across the 

farmlands of New Amsterdam from a 
spot near the present New York City Hall. A 
Strange sight it was. The mangled hands of a 
man clad in a new black suit were being kissed 
reverently by a kneeling Polish Lutheran farm 
hand. That was in late summer, 1643, 

The man was St. Isaac Jogues, missionary, 
explorer, and the first Catholic priest to walk 
the sidewalks of New York City. On Thursday, 
Sept. 26, Catholics will celebrate the tercentenary 
of his martyrdom, along with his two fellow. 
martyrs, Dr. Rene Goupil and Jean de la Lande. 

Jogues had just been rescued by the burghers 
of Rensselaerswyck from horrible slavery among 
the Mohawks of Ossernenon, now called Auries 
ville, N. Y. He was young in years—only 36—but 
his face was drawn and heavily lined. 

Isaac Jogues had been one of the most brilliant 
young Jesuit teachers in the colleges of France. 
But the New World called to him too insistently. 
From the classroom he went to Canada. Just 
turned 30, strong, lithe, venturesome, he quickly 
plunged into the heart of the land of the Indians, 
who soon gave him the highly descriptive name 
“Ondessonk”—‘“Bird of Prey.” Keen he was of 
eye, swift of movement, eager to win souls. 

The hands that the Polish Lutheran farm hand 
held were mangled—fearfully mangled, as was 
the whole body, now neatly hidden behind a 
fine new suit, just bought for him by Willem 
Kieft, Director General of the little colony of 
Calvinists. 

When the Mohawks came to trade at Rens 
selaerswyck they brought along their slave. 
captive, Jogues. The Dutchmen saw this man, 
whose fingers had been chewed off by savage 
teeth and sawed off by broken oyster shells; who 
was torn and scarred by blows showered on him 
as time and time again “he ran the gantlet” 
of his Iroquois captors: whose arms and legs and 
body still showed the burns from the live coals 
children had thrown on his prostrate form. 

How the Calvinist colonists rescued this Cath- 
olic priest is a thrilling story. At Rensselaers- 
wyck Jogues was sneaked out of a barn where he 
lay tightly wedged in between fetid-smelling, 
sleeping savages. For weeks he lay hidden in 
the attic over the store in which his Mohawk 
enemies came daily to trade. 

When the Mohawks learned Jogues had es 
caped, their, fury was unbounded, They be- 
sieged the homes of the Dutch; they ran wild 
about the little town firing their muskets, 
brandishing their tomahawks and threatening to 
burn down everything and murder every man, 
woman and child. But the Calvinists refused to 
yield “‘Ondessonk,” “The Bird of Prey.” 

From Rensselaerswyck, Jogues was taken by 
boat down the Hudson to New Amsterdam where 
Director General Kieft and the burghers gave him 
a royal welcome at a state dinner and,housed him 
in the showplace of the town. 

They held long friendly sessions, for Jogues 
knew their new country as few others did and 
could tell of the Wonders that lay beyond their 
northern outpost, Fort Orange, now Albany. He 
was the second white man to have seen Lake 
Superior. He had known the Indians seven years, 
had lived their life, his house was a bark cabin, 
his bed a mat, his food Indian corn, 

He told them too of his companions, Dr. Rene 
Goupil, a Jesuit lay-brother, who pronounced his 
vows to God as he and Jogues lay huddled in 
a canoe, both prisoners of the Iroquois. Goupil, 
the first doctor-surgeon Of New York; Goupil, 
healer of friend and foe alike, who had been slain 
before Jogues’ eyes a year before at the age of 
35. Gantlet after gantlet had he run during the 
day, and night brought no respite as hot cinders 
were dropped on his body and sharp wood was 
forced under his skin. “Thoroughbreds don’t cry,” 
and when the Mohawk brave clove his skull in two 
his only words were: “Jesus, Jesus, Jesus,” 

Of the third of the saintly trio, Jean de la 
Lande, layman, helper of the miSsionaries, Jogues 
could not then say anything. They were to meet 
only when Jogues had returned from France. 

Back in Canada, after a few months in Europe, 
he canoed from Montreal with La Lande toward 
the Mohawks. They came to plead for peace be- 
tween the Mohawks and the French; but the Mo 
hawks would have none of it. Tortured and re- 
tortured with all the refinements of savage besti- 
ality, their end came on October 18, 1646, when 


~each was tomahawked. Their split skulls were 


scalped, sundered from their bodies and impaled 
on the palisades of Ossernenon, 

Ondessonk, the “Bird of Prey,” would harass 
them no more.

HEN a Boston society matron 
walked 28 miles in less than 
seven hours recently to win 
a $1,000 bet, she added one more 
item to the long list of freak wagers. 

Mrs. Orson Adams, Jr., wife of a 
vice-president of Boston’s First Na- 
tional Bank, was needled into the 
long hike from Boston to Pride’s Cor- 
ners by Miss Eleanora Sears, New 
England’s woman walking champion. 
Miss Sears followed her challenger 
for walking honors in her chauf- 
feured limousine, and then paid off. 

Miss Sears didn’t miss the $1,000 
too much. She’s been collecting bets 
on her footwork for years, first step- 
ping into the national limelight by 
walking from Providence, R. I., to 
Boston in 11 hours and seven min- 
utes — winning a wager said at the 
time to be more than $1,000. 

In 1912 she bet $200 she could 
walk the 110 miles between Burlin- 
game and Delmonte, Calif., in 55 
hours. She trained for eight days 
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and made the distance in 32 hours. 

In 1773, an Englishman walked 
the 400 miles from London to York 
in six days. He won 400 guineas. 

G. Howell Parr, Baltimore blue- 
blood and sportsman, was another 
hardy one, safe from challengers. 

Baltimore society recalled his ex- 
ploit at Parr’s death not long ago. 
It began, according to legend, when 
Parr made some disparaging remarks 
about a racehorse. 

“Why,” he is reported to have 
said, “I could roll from here to Uni- 
versity Parkway (three miles) faster 
than that horse can run.” 

This comment led to a heated dis- 
cussion over whether Parr could roll 
the distance at all, in any time. A 
bet of $1,000 finally was made, Parr 
agreeing to roll the entire distance, 
but no time element was involved. 

A few nights later, dressed in cus- 
tom-built padded khaki knickers, a 
heavy sweater, and his hands swathed 
in bandages, Parr started out. It

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took until noon the next day, but 
he made it. 

He made about four feet to the 
roll, according to the ever-present 
statisticians, and the distance re- 
quired “3,960 rolls, 1,320 to the mile.

Lanterns were placed at intervals to 
guide the roller. 

For $999.90 less, or one thin dime, 
an Arizona postman took on a bet 
that nearly cost him his life, not once 
but several times. Someone bet 
Berwil C. Putnam, in 1940, that he 
couldn’t walk through the mile-deep 
Grand Canyon. 

The distance was nearly 100 miles,

Days after his descent into the can- 
yon, he pushed his aching body up 
over the rim—and collected his dime: 

Stanley Stenson, a London truck 
driver, lost not only his bet—a shill- 
ing—but his life on a wager. 

Stenson undertook to guide an ac- 
quaintance, Horace Myhill, through 
the London Zoo. At the lion’s cage, 
he mentioned that once a hat had 
been found in the den, with no sign 
of its owner. One thing led to an- 
other, Myhill threw his. hat into the 
enclosure, and Stenson went after it. 

The lions not only went after 
Stenson, they got him. ‘There was 
some talk of bringing charges against 
Myhill, but the coroner held that 
while his actions were certainly fool- 
ish, Stenson’s were even more so. 

Mademoiselle Vera Mazzuchi, one 
of the bright lights of prewar Paris, 
had years of experience behind her 
in her great exploit, which grew out 
of her insistence that she could drink 
more champagne than anybody.

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She made and destroyed her 
first eleven wills, said the 
lawyer, because of her fear 
the Bernheimer fortune 
might Jand in the bank ac- 
count’of one of the many 
wemen in his life. 

The final draft provided 
that the principal of the trust 
fund must go to the “legal 
issue” of Eari, Sr., or to the 
hospital and church. 

Earl, Sr., now 48 and gray- 
ing, brought the action him- 
self to establish his son, and 
not the charities, as his legal issue 
and rightful heir. His case was pre 
sented by 11 lawyers—two of them 
assigned by the court to look after 
the interests of any children who 
might yet be born to him. 

Bernheimer’s earlier marriages 
were uneventful. The first Mrs. Bern- 
heimer was Henrietta Butler, of St. 
Louis, who accepted a “minor” settle- 
ment when they were divorced. The 
second, Virginia Newhouse, Kansas 
City golf champion, bowed out with 
a “substantial” one. 

There were no more Mrs. Bern. 
heimers for 10 years—-or until 1937, 
when he spotted pretty Sally Wright 
behind a department store counter. 
Sally was only 21 when they were 
married 18 days before his mother’s 
death. 

Sally and Earl moved to Califor- 
nia, where, in 1941, the restive roman- 
tic met Verone Odegard, 20, who had 
left a Minnesota farm to sing in a 
Beverly Hills night club.

Bernheimer admitted in court in 
Kansas City that he and the beautiful 
Singer became engaged a day or two 
after their meeting—though he was 
still married to Sally.

A $200,000 trust 
fund and $800 a month to spend was 
agreeable to the third Mrs. Bern- 
heimer.

Juarez nevertheless and was arrested 
as soon as he stepped back across 
the California line. He served five 
days for contempt of court and then 
married Verone. 

On February 9, 1942, four days 
after the marriage, a son—his first 
chilid—-was born to Earl and Verone. 
This was Earl, Jr., the million-dollar 
baby. 

Then, remembering his mother’s 
will, he began to fret about the Mexi 
can divorce. His lawyers also doubted 
its legality and with it the legality 
of the marriage to Verone. So he 
made a deal with Sally. 

He offered her $85,000 cash in ex- 
change for a foolproof divorce. Sal'yv 
agreed and got her freedom in Jack- 
son County, Missouri, on the ground 
he drank to excess and had a bed 
temper. Earl and Verone were then 
married again, this time in Reno. 

Still fearful his son's rights to the 
million would be contested after his 
death, Bernheimer instituted the ac. 
tion in Missouri for a judgment de- 
claring Earl, Jr., his legal issue. 

Attorneys for the hospital and 
church opposed his action on the 
ground that both divorces, his in Mex- 
ico and Sally’s in Missouri, were ob- 
tained by fraud. 

Both Earl and Sally, they argued, 
were residents of California at the 
time the divorces were granted. 

Whatever the judge in the Kansas 
City Circuit Court rules, it is expected 
that the case will not reach a final 
decision until passed on by higher 
tribunals. 

One of the factors involved in that 
final decision will doubtless be the 
past conduct of Earl, who was once 
asked why he couldn’t follow in the 
steps of his father—a hard-working 
merchant—and answered: 

“My father didn’t have a rich man 
for a father.”

Or can you imagine 
a movie fan spellbound by 
a “dalang?” 

The words really are an- 
cient Javanese and apply to 
the earliest forerunners of 
Hollywood screen plays and 
stars, ‘now believed by re- 
search experts to have fur- 
nished thrilling entertain- 
ment in the Eastern world 
1,000 or 1,500 years ago. 

The first movie ever in- 
vented probably was a little 
show, set up on the island 
of Java, and called a way- 
ang. Fans were shoving to 
get into this theatre, where 
they frequently sat from 
nightfall to dawn, a few 
centuries after the begin- 
ning of the Christian era— 
or so the experts suppose. 

There was only one living 
actor in the entire cast. He 
was the dalang. The other 
entertainers were carved 
leather dolls. 

There frequently were 
serials, lasting from one 
night to the next, and all 
of the movies were talkies. 
The dalang, who moved the 
performers past a white sa- 
rong-cloth screen, did all of 
the talking. 

He was equally effective 
as a Javanese god or an un- 
holy demon and with the 
help of a lantern and a lot 


of arm exercise he 
made the shadows of 
the dolls portray a 
nightly battle  be- 
tween good and evil. 

Although these 
Javanese shadow 
plays may seem 
faintly reminiscent 
of some of the home- 
made shows of your 
childhood, they really 
were religious cere- 
monies. 


Offerings of flowers, rice | 


and fruits were made by the 
movie fans who also burned 
incense in honor of the sha- 
dow-play characters. Some- 
times there were _ special 
shows, given to avert sick- 
ness or to win some unusual 
form of protection from the 
gods. 

In spite of the evidence, 
not every expert on the 
early theatre will agree that 
Java was the fatherland of 
the movies. A few favor 
China as the origin of our 
great amusement industry. 
While both lands had well- 
developed shadow plays by 
the 10th century, there is 
no definite date, in either 
country, for the _ earliest 
showing. In Java, ethnolo- 
gists have found plays that 
have been running for 800 
years. 

The man who handles the 
puppets naturally controls

the popularity of the show 
to a large extent, and his 
accomplishments must be 
many. He must be a priest 
and a prophet, producer and 
Stage director, poet, philos- 
opher, improvisor and com- 
poser, speaker of many 
parts, singer, leader of the 
orchestra and director of 
the dance. 

Above all, the dalang 
must not make a mistake, 
for Javanese audiences are 
critical and they know their 
ancient legends. 

So far as is known this 
impertant role is reserved 
for men only and movie 
stardom is out of the reach 
of a Javanese girl.

Her educational back- 
ground does not shed much 
more light on the subject. 
Laura Boulton studied at 
the Denison Conservatory 
of Music in Ohio, her native 
state. Later she went fo 
the Chicago Musical Col- 
lege. Then she came to 
New York and studied with 
various singing teachers. 
And there was more of the 
same for a year in Paris. 
All this prepared her. for 
her debut in New York in 
the early 1920s. 

Shortly after her debut— 
much to the consternation 
of her teacher—the budding 
singer married a naturalist 
and explorer, Rudyerd Boul- 
ton. Now she faced and 
solved the problem of com- 
bining the study of music 
with her husband’s African 
safaris. The result was a 
brand new career which, 
unlike the marriage, has 
lasted, and today she rates 
in “Who’s Who” as a mu- 
sicologist. 

While her husband was 
preoccupied with bringing 
back rare and beautiful 
birds and animals for zoos 
and museums, Laura Boul- 


ton’s mind was working in 
another direction. Why not 
bring the music of the jun- 
gle back alive? 

Along with her other ne- 
cessities, she packed record- 
ing equipment and, thus 
armed, knocked on the 
gates of many native Afri- 
can villages. 


The natives, says the mu- 
sicologist, must be taught 
to perform for the recorder. 
Mrs. Boulton demonstrates 
how it works. She sings

into it and plays her own 
voice back for*the natives 
to hear. Usually they think 
that’s pretty wonderful 
but they discount it on the 
ground that white people 
can perform miracles. 

So Laura Boulton has to 
show them that it works 
equally well for them. One 
of- her porters sings into 
the machine, and it is played 
back. The natives laugh 
and clap their hands and 
jump around for joy. Now 
they want to try it, too. In 
fact, they crowd around in 
such droves that it becomes 
a problem to organize the 
singers. 

Eventually all is straight- 
ened out. The records are 
made into albums by a pho- 
nograph company-in New 
York. 

Music students, especially 
composers, were so eager 
to get this new kind of 
music that Laura Boulton 
was encouraged to a 
same sort of work \ 
American Indians and Es- 
kimos. 

One expedition which she 
led on this continent bore 
interesting fruit for stu- 
dents of the migration of 
peoples—-on Cape Breton, 
she found Scottish music in 
a more ancient form than 
exists today in Scotland.

BOILED BEEF WITH VEGETABLES 
By LOUIS BROMFIELD 


yas dish is a whole meal in itself and a good one. 


The 


base is a good chunk of boiling beef with as much beef 
bone as is reasonably possible. Put it in an iron pot filled 
with water and boil until the meat is tender and the full 
fiavor of bones and marrow is evident fn the broth. Add 
three or four tablespoons of celery seed to the broth and 


as many vegetables as are 
available. Certainly the soup 
should include sweet corn, 
lima beans, haricot beans 
(or indeed any kind of bean), 
chopped celery (the green 
tops chopped fine are par- 
ticularly flavorous), toma- 
toes, potatoes (diced), 
onions, a clove of garlic, sal- 
sify, turnips, okra. Sweet 
peppers and eggplant con- 
tribute either a wrong fla- 
vor or none at all. 

The vegetables should be 
cooked as little as possible 
and put into the pot in the 
order of the time needed to 
cook them in the broth. In 
other words, beans first, 
then celery and potatoes, 
and finally the tomatoes 
and chopped parsley. This 
procedure gives you the 
best possible elements and 
vitamins and flavor content 
of each. At the end put in 
black pepper, season with 
celery salt rather than plain 
salt, and add a pinch of cay- 
enne. 

The dish can be served 
in many ways. (1) With the 
beef cut up in the soup it- 
self. (2) The boiled beef, 
filled by now with vegetable 
flavor, can be served cold

with mustard and a green 
salad. (3) The whole thing, 
boiled beef, cut into pieces 
and included, can be jellied, 
Sliced and served cold with 
a green salad. 

I have not named quan- 
tities of vegetables because 
that is where the talent of 
the individual cook comes 
in. They may be deter- 
mined by his own prefer- 
_ or those of the fam- 
ly.

Autumn Household Hints 


By DORIS DENISON 
BOUT this time of year 
when the first cool hint 
of Fall is in the. air, the 
homemaker begins to think 
in terms of blanket ‘wash- 
ing. There are the summer 
blankets to wash before 
storing them away, for the 
careful housewife knows 
cleanliness is her first line 
of moth defense. There are 
the winter blankets to take 
down and unpack ready for 
use, and even though they 


have been washed before 
storing, very likely re-wash- 
ng. may be in order if they 
ave been..stored with a 
‘moth’ préventive which 
might leave a faint linger- 
ange trate of odor. 
: lukewarm water 
and enough soap to make a 
generous, billowy suds. 
Plunge the blanket Into the 
suds and wash it by cup- 
ping the suds through and 
through the blanket with 
the hands, working as 
much as possible under 
water. If there are very 
soiled spots or binding 
streaks, you may rub them 
gently with.a soft, soapy 
brush or with sogaped’~ fin- 
gers. Never wring or twist 
the blanket. If you are 
using a machine do not let 
it run more than five min- 


‘ foot apart. 


utes. If the blanket is very 
soiled, make up a second 
suds and run_ another 
couple of mmutes or So. 
Keep your wringer loose, 
and put the blanket through 
it in straight or lengthwise 
folds. 

Rinsing should be done 
two or three times in water 
of the same lukewarm tem- 

srature as the wash water. 

ool is sensitive to ex- 
tremes of heat or cold. For 
that reason, too, blankets 


should not. be hung to dry 
in the sunshine, nor near di- 
rect heat if you are drying 
indoors. If possible dry 
over parallel lines about a 
This avoids a 
sharp crease and hastens 
drying by permitting a free 
circulation of air beneath. 
When blanket is partly dry, 
reverse its position on the 
lines. 

After blanket is thorough- 
ly, dry, brush all over on 
both sides with a clean 
brush to bring up the nap. 
Move the brush in straight 
strokes, not with a circular 
motion. Bindings may be 
pressed with a moderately 
warm iron. If you do not 
use a press cloth, be care- 
ful not to let the iron touch 
the wool part of the 
blanket. 


Prevent Shine on Fabrics 


1. Be sure your. iron is 
not too hot. 

2. Do not use a skimpily 
padded board. The cover 
should be clean and taut 
and the padding thick and 
soft, yet firm. 

3. Iron collars, plackets, 
and other double thickness 
sections on the wrong side 
first, then touch up on the 
right side, using a pressing 
cloth. 

4. Rinse garments well. 
Soap left in the fabric after 
washing can cause grease 
spots and stains. 

5. Shine shows more on 
dark colors. Be especially 


careful when you iron your 
dark dresses and blouses. 

Always iron into gathers, 
never across them. Use a 
cool iron, so that you can 
iron slowly. A tailor’s 
cushion is helpful for iron- 
ing gathers and other hard- 
to-get-at places. If you 
haven’t, a_tailor’s cushion, 
spread out the gathers over 
the small end of your iron- 
ing board.
